FALL TO FINN PILOTS

HELSINKI, Jan. 30—An official communique said today that 
21 Russian airplanes were shot down in raids on Southern Fin- 


land—that new Russian attacks northeast of Lake Ladoga had 
been smashed with heavy losses—and that Finnish planes (be- 
lieved to have been flown by Italian volunteers) had bombed a 
“certain” Russian harbor. Although not confirmed officially it 
was believed that the Finns had carried out a successful raid on 


the big Russian naval base at Kronstadt. 


HEIL, HITLER! KING OF 


POLAND—EMPEROR OF 
REICH AND AUSTRIA 


ARIS, Jan. 30.—Adolf Hitler will celebrate his 51st 
birthday April 20 by proclaiming himself emperor 
of the Reich and of Austria, King of Poland and King of 


Great Britain—with Field Marshal Hermann Goering as 
viceroy—according to a Zurich dispatch published to- 
day in Le Journal. 
The correspondent, George Blun, said Great Bri- 

tain would be administered after a Nazi victory by 
three statthalters, one each for England, Scotland and 


Wales. They would be assisted by 96 gauleiters.

BOLSTERS WAR 
CHEST INU. S.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 30. -- The 
British Empire, bolstering its war 
chest in the United States, today 
was revealed to have shipped nearly 
900 million dollars of gold into the 
United States since the war began 
five months ago. 

From Canada, from New Zealand, 
from South Africa—in fact from 
even the most remote of Britain's 
possessions, the gold has flowed in- 
to the States at an unprecedented 
rate despite the war's disruption of 
normal shipping. 

Canada, a survey showed, was the 
leading source since the war began 
Between Sept. 1 aud mid-January, 
gold imports from the Dominion ag- | 
gregated approximately 550 millions 
—more than half the Empire's wrai | 
shipments.

WIFE TELLS OF 


DISAPPEARANCE 


Bookkeeper Leaves Home 


For Appointment With 
Trustees 


REGINA, Jan. 30—When John 
T. Nicolle, missing young Regina 
bookkeeper, walked out of his 
home in Regina on the ev ening of 
Aug. 17, 1939, he left to keep an 
appointment with A. H. White 
and Dr. C. G. Cox, two trustees 
of the Saskatchewan Canteen 
Fund. now dead, who have been 
named as responsible for exten- 
sive shortages in the fund. 

Assurance that Nicolle had an 
appointment that night with White 
and Cox was given Monday at the 
judical inuiry into shortages of the 
fund by his wife, Barbara Nicolle. 

Mrs. Nicolle told Mr. Justice 
Donald Maclean that her husband 
had during the day arranged an 
appointment with White. At 6:30 
p.m. when she returned to her 
suite, her husband said that that 
appointment had not been kept but 
that White had telephoned him, 
telling him to meet him that eve. 
ning. 

White had told her husband, 
Mrs. Nicolle continued, that Dr. 
Cox was in town. He was to meet 
Dr. Cox at the Hotel Saskatche- 
wan and they were to drive out 
to White's home “to discuss get- 
ting back his job over a bottle of 
liquor.” 

Nicolle left his home at 7:45 p.m. 
He was never seen again. 

About a year previously, Nicolle, 
a bookkeeper at the Western Schoo] 
Supply Company of Regina, oper- 
ated by White, had lost his job. 

Her husband had feared for his 
life, Mrs. Nicolle told the inuiry.

Canadian Air Force Is 


Ready to Deal With Any 
Attack on Atlantic Ports 


By JACK TRACY 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 
AN EASTERN CANADIAN 
PORT, Jan, 30—The Royal Canad- 
jan Air Force may never have to 
deal with unfriendly aircraft or 
ships while they are stationed 
here but there's a pack of trouble 
awaiting any enemy unit that at- 
tempts an aitack on any Canadian 
Atlantic port. 
Reconnaissance bombers stand 
with engines warmed to take off 
and bomb an enemy ship or watch 


some suspicious craft off the coast. | 


Powerful fighting planes are ready 
to battle enemy aircraft. 


ALL AIRCRAFT TYPES 


In a basin near this eastern air 
base are moored a number of heavy 
flying boats which carry out patrols 
daily along Canada’s Atlantic coast 
line. As a second line of defence, 
strategic points are studded with 
searchlights and anti-aircraft guns 
awaiting a signal to fill the sky with 


shrapnel in the event of an air 
attack. 
Army co-operation aircraft are 


equipped with wireless to go aloft 
and direct the fire of voastal de- 
fence batteries, 

A group of newspapermen who 
visited squadrons of the eastern 
air command were shown con- 
ditions simulating those in an act- 
ual theatre of war. On one wind- 
swept airport, where the only 
hangar housed planes of a local 
aero club, R.C.A.F. machines were 
parked out in the open. Mechanics 
working them often had to dash 
into tents to warm chilled hands. 


An officer explained that these 
were the conditions which airmen 
might meet on the western front 
where an enemy attack might des- 
troy hangars, forcing the air unit to 
move to a new location, 

Earlier in the war this airport, 


now devoted to preliminary train- 
ing, had a deadlier aspect. At that 
time a German airplane catapult 
ship was reported at sea. Planes here 
had bomb racks filled and were 
ready to take off to attack at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Sand - bagged enclosures betray 
the presence of anti-aircraft mach- 
ine guns guarding the airport, 

At another air base, newsmen 
saw a hangar where mechanics 
were working over  reconnais- 
sance bombers, These aircraft 
were camouflaged on wings and 
fuselage so their drab colors 
blended with the ground. 


Oil stoves under the engine of 
each plane kept it warm for a quick 
take-off, 

At the same base is a completely- 
equipped machine shop. With planes 
in the air day and night, mechanics 
have to work around the clock to 
keep engines in tune. Motor beats 
are necessary around a seaplane 
base and newsmen saw mechanics 
fitting out a boat with a gasoline 
tank as a refuelling craft, 

HAVE “CRASH” BOATS 

Reporters were taken for a ride 
in one of the air force “crash” boats. 
These launches, faster than the 
speediest express cruisers, are able 
to race with the first aid equipment 
to the scene of a crash on the water. 


Of all the aircraft here, how- 
ever, visitors found the fast fight- 
ers the most interesting, These 
planes, which can dive at several 
hundred miles an hour, can fire 
converging streams of lead and 
incendiary bullets from eight 
machine guns in the wings. 

Flying the fighters is a young 
man’s game. An air force officer, 
with whom this reporter talked, re- 
ferred to one airman, who had just 
got his wings, as too old to fly fight- 
ing planes, “The men who make the 
best fighter pilots should start 
around 17 or 18,” he said.

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AFRICA HOUSE: 'Former Polish Regime 


Opposition To Force De- 
bate Over “Indemnity 
Bill” 


CAPE TOWN, Jan. 30—The new 
opposition coalition headed by the 
former prime minister, General 
J. B. M. Hertzog, and Dr. D. F. 
Malan Monday placed another 
parliamentary obstacle in the path 
of Premier Jan Smuts by forcing 
a debate on the first reading of 
the government's “indemnity bill.” 


General Hertzog and Dr. Malan 
organized a united opposition group 
Sunday after the former prime min- 
ister's resolution calling for a sep- 
arate peace with Germany was de- 
feated by 22 votes at conclusion of 
five days of bitter debate 

The Hertzog-Malan coalition ad- 
vocates a “Republican form of gov- 
ernment separated from the British 
crown” for South Africa 

Dr. Malan charged General Smuts 
“vies” with Joseph Stalin in con- 
tempt of democratic procedure. He 
said Stalin at least openly opposed 
democracy, whereas Smuts pretend- 
ed to be its protector. 

The South African parliament is 
composed of the house of assembly 
and the senate, Dr. Malan pointed 
out, yet the prime minister only 

now, after five months of war. was 
going to seck authority from the 
senate for the declaration of war. 
The Nationalist leader added that 
no other power save Russia had 
failed to obtain the sanction of its 
people for war. 

L. Blackwell, member for Ken- 
sington, Transvaal, said that at the 
outbreak of war General Hertzog 
and his defence rninister, Oswald 
Pirow, Were in favor of neutrality 
and the Union entered the war with 
a gravely divided people. In carrying 
out the Union’s war policy, he said, 
General Smuts rescued the coun- 
try from chaos and put it on an even 
keel while showing his political op- 
ponents a forbearance they would 
not have shown him.

As wheat is now worth about 86 cents 
a bushel, the United Farmers are urging 
the Dominion Government to make an in- 
terim payment to farmers, out of the 
prospective margin between the 70 cent 
initial price and the price at which last 
year’s crop may be finally sold. | 


That of course would be a speculation, 
since there is no guarantee that the price 
will not sag back again to the 70-cent 
figure, or even go below that mark. The 
wheat has not yet been disposed of to con- 
suming countries, and there is no certainty 
that it can be disposed of at the present or 
a higher price. 

But an initial payment of say ten cents 
per bushel would be a “good bet”. The 
probability is that the price will go up 
rather than down before the huge amount 
on hand is sold. Millions of men have | 
been drawn from farms in Europe into 
armies, and will be kept there indefinitely. 
They must eat, and they will not be grow- 
ing wheat next summer. 

Some extra wheat money would help 
the farmer get ready for his spring work, 
and could be paid with a fair chance that 
it would only be giving him now what will 
eventually be coming to him. 


Stirring Them Up 


Mr. Churchill broadcast another mes- 
sage of confidence and caution to the 
British nations on Saturday. The same 
day Paris announced that another flock 
of Nazi submarines had put to sea. Mr. 
Churchill has had bad luck with his form- 
er broadcasts, every one of them being 
followed by the sinking of a British war- | 
ship or a bevy of merchant vessels. No 
doubt the newly commissioned pirates will | 
try to keep up the record. 

It may be part of the First Lord’s pur- | 
pose to stir up the enemy occasionally and 
cause Raeder to disclose the strength of 
his U-boat fleet and what new devices, if 
any, have been contrived for making them 
more effective. That at any rate appears 
to be one result of his broadcasts, for a 
spurt of submarine activity has follewed 
each of them. 

But each spasm of U-boat activity has 
resulted in more of them being destroyed. 
It is only by coaxing these assassins out to 
sea that they can be disposed of, and the 
more that are disposed of week by week 
the fewer there will be to take part in the 
general offensive which the Fuchrer is ex- 
pected to launch when spring comes. The 
provocative broadcasts of Mr, Churchill 
may be a part of Allied strategy. They do | 
seem to get under Raeder’s “skin”. 


Outside Backing Needed 


Mr. A. P. Herbert is the humorist of 
the British House of Commons. It is nec- 
essary to remember this in pondering his 
remarks at a London Press Club luncheon; 
also that a press club luncheon is an occa- 
sion when speakers are expected to pro- 
voke smiles rather than hurl heavy broad- 
sides of fact and argument at the relaxing 
hearers. 

That the United States stayed out of 
the League of Nations is true. That the 
League failed of its major purpose is true. 
That it would not have failed had the 
United States become a member of it is 
altogether probable. But to suggest the 
United States should therefore be asked 
to refrain from taking any part in plans 
to preserve future peace in Europe is 
neither good logic nor good sense. Only a 
professional humorist could draw 80 
absurd a conclusion. 

The sober fact is that the present 
situation in Europe offers little enough 
hope that the nations of that continent can 
of themselves devise and operate a suc- 
cessful plan for the preservation of peace 
among them. However this war may end, 
the outlook will be brighter if the United 
States can be got to take an active part in 
preserving order there. Europe needs a 
keeper. And its jangling powers have | 
shown they will not submit to an official 
keeper who hasn't the backing of the

United States.

This “Snap” Election 


Leaders of the opposition groups in |

In point of fact it is a “snap” election 
only in the sense that it is to be held 
sooner than the critics hoped and wanted. 
The election should have been held last 
fall in accord with the four-year custom. 
Dr. Manion asked for delay and Mr. King 
agreed to the request. Having gained 
that much time, the critics wanted more, 
and are naturally disappointed that they 
did not get it. 

As to the disadvantages they suffer 
on that account, these are purely presump- 
tive. But the Government also suffers 
disadvantages, and these are both real and 
apparent. 

Mr. Woodsworth illustrated one of the 
handicaps placed on the Government when 
he said the Ministers are “trying to secure 
a vote of confidence in the dark”. He 
could not have said that if the session had 
been allowed to continue; and being able 
to say it is a very substantial advantage to 
him and disadvantage to the Government. 

So Dr. Manion and Mr. Woodsworth 
will be free to go about the country making 
allegations, repeating hearsay, creating 
suspicion, in ways that would not have 
been possible if the ground had been cov- 
ered by debates in parliament and the facts 
put on record. That the opposition lead- 
ers will make full use of the liberty thus 
given them there is no reason to doubt. 
That is one very decided, and apparently 
welcome, advantage they obtain from the 
calling of the election without the expect- 
ed session having been held. 

And while these gentlemen and their 
allies are able to go about the country tell- 
ing their stories, the Ministers will have 
to stay in Ottawa and attend to the busi- 
ness of pushing ahead the war program. 
Very few of them will be able to make 
extended tours, or even to address many 
meetings within hail of the capital. They 
will have to depend on the radio and the 
newspapers to present their case, and the 
fairness of the public to give it considera- 
tion without the influence of personal 
presentation from the platform. 

This disability must of course fall upon 
any Government during a war-time elec- 
tion. But that it is a serious disability 
cannot be questioned; and will be particu- 
larly serious if the critics see fit to give 
free rein to gossip and rumor, which the 
circumstances make it possible for them 
to do, 

On balance the disadvantages to one 
side are about as great as to the other. 
With the difference that while the dis- 
advantages to the Government are known, 
those to the opposing groups are supposi- 
tious. For all they or the public can know, 
the session might have left the opposition 
groups in worse plight than they are.

Britain does not lack forceful figures now, 
in any party, and the friendly clash of opinion 
now going on may hold the key to the future. I

Who Will Read It? 

The mountain has labored and brought forth 
a mountain. The Royal Commission on Domin- 
ion-Provincial Relations which toured all over 
Canada, heard countless claimants and com- 
plainants, employed a staff of experts, and 
worked for two years, has produced its report. 
The commission operated on a grand scale. The 
report is appropriately large.

Would Abolish the Machine 


The plan to do away with direct relief, which 
City Auditor A. M. Butler, of Halifax, is pro- 
posing to the city’s direct relief committee, is 
something with which Halifax and every other 
municipality in Nova Scotia must come to grips. 
Mr. Butler's proposal is that the city abandon 
the system of providing direct relief, abolish the 
cumbersome and expensive machinery of relief 
administration, and send those who cannot sup- 
port themselves to the City Home. In rare 
deserving cases, direct aid would be supplied, 
but these, it is expected, would be so few that an 
elaborate relief organization would be unneéces- 
sary. 

Mr. Butler is on the right track. Direct re- 
lief was established in this country as an emer- 
gency measure, to supply aid to unemployed 
in a period of severe depression. The principle 
must remain clearly illuminated that relief is 
for the unemployed, not the unemployable— 
and there is a vast difference. Those who are 
able and willing to work, but who cannot secure 
employment, are the proper recipients of relief. 
Those who are not employable, and never could 
be, have nothing to do with this emergency 
condition, They are of the class for whom such 
places as the City Home were established, long 
before relief was considered.—Halifax Chronicle. 


“1 Sat Under Him and | Know” 


In the legislature on Thursday, Premier 
Hepburn used the following language regarding 
Canada’s prime minister: 

“I stand firm on this statement—Mackenzie 
King has not done his duty by his country, and 
he never will, It isn’t in him. I sat with him at 
Ottawa for eight years, and I know him.” 

Mr. Hepburn did sit with Mr. King at Ottawa 
for eight years, and in 1935, after leaving the 
Commons for the legislature, Mr. Hepburn told 
Canada from one end to the other what he had 
learned about Mr. King as a result. Speaking on 
platform after platform, he extolled Mr. King. 
He said: 

“Canada needs Mackenzie King at this time. 
She needs a man of his statesmanship, his fore- 
sight, his ability, his position in international 
affairs during these troublous times.” 

And how did Mr. Hepburn know Mr. King 
possessed these qualities? He was not back- 
ward in telling audiences. At Port Arthur, for 
example, he said: 

“Let us put King back into power. These 
are troublesome times. It is no time for men 
like Bennett, men like Stevens, to be in power. 
We want leaders that know where they are 
going. We want men at the helm who have 
vision, statesmanship, and all those qualities that 
we need so badly today. Canada needs King! 
I say that because | sat under him for eight 
years. I know the calibre of man he is.” 

That is what Mr. Hepburn said he had 
learned about Mr. King at Citawa. That is 
what he said when his memory of it was still 
fresh. That is what he said before his recollec- 
tion had been soured by his failure to get what 
he wanted. In view of that declaration, repeated 
in substance on many platforms, the public will 
not eecept Mr. Hepburn’s present grudge version 
of what eight years’ association with Mr. King 
taught him.—Toronto Star.

A man who might well be called the father 
of English Canada died at his chateau near Mon- 
treal Jan. 30, 1830, one hundred and ten years 
ago today—Sir John Johnson, who, a Loyalist 
Moses, led the British refugees into their prom- 
ised land when they fled before the wrath of the 
rebels and the fire and sword of the Cintinental 
army. Bred by the great Sir William, whose 
word was law throughout the Mohawk valley, 
and indeed all “York State,’ John fought 
valiantly in defence of King George and the 
British flag. Like his father, he had much in- 
fluence with the loyal Indians, and aided Brant 
and his followers in their locations on the Bay 
of Quinte and the Grand river. To white refu- 
gees he was a tower of strength, pleading their 
cause with Sir Frederick Haldimand and Guy 
Carleton (when those friends of the Loyalists 
needed prodding). He laid out the eastern town- 
ships to be a land of refuge for Protestant set- 
tlers; he provided boats and material for the 
transfer of whole Loyalist families from New 
York, and later from New Brunswick; and with 
his border police kept off the pillagers from 
New York who harried and sought to plunder 
the Loyalists. 

Sir John Johnson's early life was a happy 
one, full of action, instant in response to need, 
prescient as to future needs of the white pion- 
eers and the loyal Indians. His later years were 
those of disappointment. He never got over the 
slight put upon him by enemies in England when 
his nomination by Lord Dorchester to be the 
first lieutenant-governor of Upper Canada was 
rejected, and John Graves Simcoe named in- 
stead. It is recorded (how true I know not) that 
during all the months Simcoe was in Canada, Sir 
John refused him speech and declined to attend 
any function in the Simcoes’ honor,
